Saudis See Broad al Qaeda Plot 


Deadly suicide bombing called effort to topple monarchy 


RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA | Saudis blamed 
al Qaeda Sunday for the suicide car bomb- 
ing of a Riyadh housing complex that killed 17 
people, declaring it proof the terror network is 
willing to shed Muslim blood to bring down 
the U.S.-linked Saudi monarchy. 

The attack late Saturday at an upscale 
compound for foreign workers, where mostly 
Arabs lived, also wounded 122 people. The 
blast, not far from diplomatic quarters and 


the king’s main palace, left piles of rubble, 
hunks of twisted metal, broken glass and a 
large crater. 

“It’s no longer an issue of terrorism for 
them,” said Dawood al-Shirian, a Saudi ana- 
lyst. “It’s become a war on the regime, a war 
to turn the country into a new Afghanistan 
ruled by a Saudi- style Taliban.” 


An Interior Ministry official told the Saudi 
news agency late Sunday that five of the vic- 
tims were children, and at least 13 were Arabs, 
with the others as yet unidentified. 

U.S. Deputy Secretary of State Richard 
Armitage said such attacks appear to be 
directed “against the government of Saudi 
Arabia and the people of Saudi Arabia,” add- 
ing that he expected more attacks to follow.

Malvo Defense 
To Stress Role 
Of Muhammad 

FAIRFAX, VA. I Defense lawyers finalizing their 
plans for trying to keep sniper suspect Lee 
Boyd Malvo out of Virginia’s death chamber 
have had an unlikely ally: the state. 

As the 18 -year- old defendant goes on 
trial Monday in Chesapeake, prosecutors in 
nearby Virginia Beach have been trying to 
convince a jury there that 
fellow suspect John Allen 
Muhammad, 42, exerted 
such control over Malvo 
that Muhammad should 
be held responsible for the 
shootings that killed 10 
and wounded three in the 
Washington area last fall. 

It’s a theme that will be repeated at 
Malvo ’s trial by his defense. Malvo’s law- 
yers plan to argue that he is innocent by 
reason of insanity. 

Prosecutors from Fairfax County say 
Malvo, who is charged with murder in the 
Oct. 14, 2002, death of FBI Analyst Linda 
Franklin, has admitted committing many 
of the shootings. His lawyers argue that 
he confessed only to protect Muhammad.

Work Poised to Begin on 
City’s Light-Rail System 

Work is set to begin on the first 
segment of Seattle’s light-rail sys- 
tem, the largest public works proj- 
ect in the city since construction of 
Interstate 5 in the 1960s.

Some States Drop 
2004 Primaries 


Lack of interest, money 
cited for moves to serap 
early presidential contests 

Several states have moved to drop 
their presidential primaries next 
year, worried about costs in still- 
tight financial times and wonder- 
ing if the political exercise would 
serve any purpose. 

Some say they can’t afford the 
millions of dollars it costs to put 
on an election. Others say the deci- 
sions reflect the lopsided nature of 
modern primaries: The front-run- 
ner gets anointed by the media and 
campaign donors after the first few 
state primaries and the rest of the 
primaries are formalities. 

The decisions add fuel to the 
argument that the primary system 
is in dire need of repairs. In most 
states forgoing a primary, party- 
run caucuses will be used instead 
to choose delegates to the national 
conventions. 

Primaries usually don’t get turn- 
out much higher than 20 percent of 


registered voters, but they’re bet- 
ter than caucuses. In Missouri, the 
2000 primary brought 745,000 
people to the polls, while the 1996 
caucus brought 20,000, the state 
Democratic Party said. 

While some Democrats are lead- 
ing the charge to do away with pri- 
maries, others complain that cut- 
ting primaries hurts them espe- 
cially, with their crowded field of

9 Workers Sue Wal-Mart 


Group alleges retailer 
diseriminated against 
illegal immigrants 

FREEHOLD, N.J. | Nine illegal immi- 
grants who worked as janitors at 
Wal-Mart until they were arrest- 
ed during federal raids last month 
have sued the company, accusing 
it of discrimination. 

The nine say they were paid 
lower wages and offered fewer ben- 
efit because they are Mexicans, and 
they accuse Wal-Mart and its clean- 
ing contractors of failing to pay for 


overtime, withhold taxes or make 
required workers’ compensation 
contributions. 

Their lawsuit, filed Wednesday 
in Superior Court in Freehold, seeks 
more than $200,000 in back pay. 

The plaintiffs, who now face 
deportation, were among 250 
people arrested in an Oct. 23 fed- 
eral immigration crackdown at 60 
Wal-Mart stores in 21 states. Theirs 
is the first lawsuit among the immi- 
grants arrested. 

According to the lawsuit, Wal- 
Mart employed cleaning contrac- 
tors “with full knowledge” that they 


paid illegal immigrants less than 
legal workers. 

Mona Williams, Wal-Mart vice 
president of communications, said 
the company did not know about 
the alleged labor violations or that 
the contractors used illegal immi- 
grants. She said Wal-Mart has 
long insisted that its contractors 
obey the law. 

She acknowledged that Wal- 
Mart has received a letter from 
federal prosecutors warning that 
it faces a grand jury investigation 
into illegal immigrants employed 
at its stores, (ap) 


New Calif. First Lady No 
Stranger to the Spotlight

Behind the scenes, Shriver, part 
of the Democratic Kennedy dynasty, 
could also be a quiet but important 
influence on Republican Gov.- elect 
Arnold Schwarzenegger. 

Shriver told the Associated Press 
she has yet to figure out how she will 
juggle all the demands on her time, 
but she stressed that her children are 
her most important commitment. 

As her husband’s Nov. 17 inau- 
guration approaches, she has begun 
to sketch out ideas about her service 
as first lady.

Frenzied Rush at Almsgiving

18 Held in Attack 
On Baghdad Hotel 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I U.S.troops arrested 
18 people in the bloody missile bar- 
rage against a hotel where Deputy 
Defense Secretary Paul Wolfowitz 
was staying. 

A spokesman for the U.S. com- 
mand said the 18 suspects had been 
arrested in Baghdad but gave no 
further details. The missile attack 
Oct. 27 against the Al-Rasheed 
Hotel killed a U.S. colonel. 

Wolfowitz, one of the architects 
of the Iraq war, was staying in the 
hotel but escaped injury. The bar- 
rage was part of a series of escalated 


attacks, including the downing of 
a helicopter Nov. 2 in Fallujah in 
which 16 soldiers were killed. 

In the wake of the attacks, the 
U.S. military confirmed a new, mas- 
sive response tactic aimed at tak- 
ing the fight to the insurgents. “You 
can expect to see an increase in the 
level of intensity,” a U.S. officer said 
on condition of anonymity. 

As part of the new tactic, U.S. 
jets dropped three 500-pound 
bombs near Tikrit early Saturday 
after the Black Hawk crashed, 
apparently due to hostile fire, (ap)

Nigeria Warns U.S. Over Taylor Bounty

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Israel, Hezbollah 
To Swap Prisoners 


Sharon pushed hard 
for the deal, but critics 
worry about the results 

JERUSALEM I Israel’s Cabinet nar- 
rowly approved a prisoner swap 
with Hezbollah after eight hours 
of anguished debate Sunday. 

Prime Minister Ariel Sharon 
lobbied hard for the swap, one of 
his toughest leadership tests in 
three years. The deal for the swap 
excludes Israel’s most famous miss- 
ing serviceman, Air Force naviga- 
tor Ron Arad, who was shot down 
over Lebanon 17 years ago. 

Under the deal, about 400 
Palestinians and several dozen 
prisoners from Lebanon, Syria, 
Morocco, Sudan and Libya will be 
released in exchange for Israeli busi- 


nessman Elhanan Tannenbaum and 
the bodies of three Israeli soldiers. 

Some Israelis believe the 
Palestinians have been encouraged 
in their ongoing uprising by Israel’s 
withdrawal from southern Lebanon 
in 2000, seen by Arabs as a vic- 
tory for Hezbollah’s years of resis- 
tance against Israeli troops. Some 
fear the deal could further boost 
Hezbollah’s popularity, and rein- 
force a belief that Israel responds 
only to force.

Iran Says It Will 
Suspend Uranium 
Enrichment Soon 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran said Sunday 
that it will suspend uranium enrich- 
ment soon, an expected step as the 
country faces international pres- 
sure to prove it is not trying to make 
nuclear weapons. 

In return, Iran expects the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency to honor its commitment 
to provide Iran with technology 
for peaceful nuclear uses, a Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said. 

Iran had pledged in recent weeks 
to allow unfettered inspections and 
suspend enrichment, but the time 
frame was unclear. Enriching ura- 
nium is a process that creates fuel 
for nuclear plants but also can be 
used to build weapons. 

Iran says it has enriched ura- 
nium only as part of a peaceful 
nuclear program to produce power 
as its oil stocks decline, (ap)

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WWII Memorial Takes 
Shape on National Mall 


WASHINGTON! Tears and pride mix 
as Navy veteran Ted Burke talks 
about the National World War II 
Memorial and its significance as a 
reminder of the sacrifices he and 
millions of others made. 

Recently diagnosed with pancre- 
atic cancer, the 83 -year- old former 
torpedoman has made it his life’s 
goal to make it to the Memorial Day 
2004 weekend dedication on the 
National Mall. 

Ground was broken on the site 
between the Washington Monument 
andthelincolnMemorialin September 
2001. As the country prepares to cel- 
ebrate Veteran’s Day Tuesday, most 
of the granite and bronze is in place. 
The memorial has two hulking 43-foot 
arches and 56 smaller granite pillars 
that form an oval, encircling a sunken 
plaza and pool. 

The pillars represent each state 
and territory from that era and 
the District of Columbia. Each is 
inscribed with the name of a state 
or territory, and topped off with 
two bronze wreaths.

AS METRO MOVES toward running 
longer trains, the transit authority 
and local fire officials are evaluat- 
ing safety challenges that may result 
from higher passenger volume, said 
CHIEF TOM CARR, of the Montgomery 
County fire department’s division 
of fire and rescue services. 

Officials want to ensure that as 
more riders are added, they can still 
safely be evacuated in an emergen- 
cy, he said. 

The issue arose last month at an 
annual meeting of Metro officials 
and local fire chiefs. 

Metro now runs only four- and 
six- car trains, but has included some 
eight- car trains in a $1.5 billion, six- 
year plan to fund “urgent” priorities. 
Adding longer trains to a third of the 
system could move almost 30,000 
more riders during rush hour ser- 
vice, according to Metro. 


••• 

SOGGY CONDITIONS ovcr the past year 
pushed back schedules for two major 
additions to the rail, project man- 
agers told Metro board members 
last week. 

Despite the 64 inches of precipi- 
tation that has fallen — 21 inches 
more than the norm, the manag- 
ers said — both hope to recoup 
lost time. 

JOHN THOMAS, who ovcrsccs the 
addition of the New York Avenue 
Station to the Red Line, said work 
is about two months behind, and 
manager colin myers said work on 
the 3.1-mile Blue Line extension to 
Largo Town Center is three months 
behind. Myers noted that some 
indoor tasks scheduled for later 
were done while workers waited 
out wet weather. 

The Largo project, which will cost 
more than $400 million, is sched- 
uled to be finished in December 
2004. The $103 million Red Line 
addition is to be completed late next

Last week, trust and estates 
attorney JAMES KOSAKOW stopped by 
to talk about estate planning. 

When should someone look into 
writing a will? 

JK: As soon as they have assets 
of any kind, or even the likelihood 
of getting assets. For example, if 
someone died in an accident with 
a parent, but survived for 15 min- 
utes after the parent, the child may 
have inherited the parents’ estate, 
and their will would then govern 
the disposition of the property just 
inherited from the parent. If you 
have assets to dispose of at death, 
it doesn’t matter whether you have 
a spouse or children, it just matters 
that you designate who you would 


like to inherit your property at 
death, and if you would like it to 
pass to them outright or in trust. 

What is the difference between a 
will and a living trust? 

JK: A will governs the distri- 
bution of all the property in your 
name alone at your death. A liv- 
ing trust is a trust which normally 
holds your assets. The living trust 
has provisions for how your prop- 
erty should be distributed at your 
death. Unlike a will, a living trust 
is generally not subject to probate, 
so your trustee would be able to dis- 
tribute your assets without court 
supervision. 

As a gay woman with an older part- 
ner, do I have any special needs 
beyond the normal will, living will 
and health care directive? 

JK: You may wish to consider 
burial instructions, the use of a 
power of attorney and possibly some 
kind of partnership or living-togeth- 
er agreement which will address the 
division of property.

Win Like a Woman 


Women are learning 
the fine art of the 
negotiation game 

G E N D E R I In most workplaces, it still 
pays to be a man. Women often are 
less adroit at winning better sala- 
ries, assignments and jobs — either 
because they don’t ask or because 
they cave in when they do. 

Bungling a single negotiation can 
inflict a huge penalty. A 22-year-old 
woman who fails to get her first job 
offer of $25,000 boosted by $5,000 
stands to lose more than $568,000 
by age 60, says Linda Babcock, a 
Carnegie Mellon University eco- 
nomics professor. Men are eight 
times as likely as women to bar- 
gain over starting pay. 

A growing flurry of books, online 
courses and executive -education 
programs aim to fix this situation 
by teachingwomentobe more effec- 
tive advocates. One example is the 


three- day “Negotiation Edge,” run 
by Deborah Kolb, a Simmons School 
of Management professor. 

Kolb’s bottom line: If a woman 
develops good negotiating skills, 
she can enhance her career in many 
ways. She cited a senior vice pres- 
ident of a major corporation who 
repeatedly accepted better-paying 
positions without question. She was 
recently passed over for an impor- 
tant assignment requiring negoti- 
ation skills because no one knew 
she had them. 

Workshop participants learned 
to make their value visible and to 
avoid sabotaging themselves. 
Setting goals too low “is likely to 
become a self-fulfilling prophecy,” 
Kolb warned. “Backbone really is 
about preparation.” 

In salary talks, for instance, she 
told the women to gather data about 
pay rates, jot down their strongest 
attributes and rehearse explana- 
tions for weaknesses. If a potential 


employer insists times are tough, 
swap a hefty raise for an unusual 
perquisite. Consider “trading things 
that have value for you for things 
that have value for others.” 

Some women will accept extra 
work without negotiating fewer 
duties or higher pay because they 
don’t want to appear pushy. “Never 
make a unilateral concession,” Kolb 
suggested. “Say, At what price?”’ 

Her point rang true for Sheryl 
Smith. The human-resources man- 
ager of a Boston construction firm 
said she never pursues tradeoffs 
when her boss assigns additional 
tasks she thinks colleagues should 
assume. “I don’t want to be confron- 
tational,” Smith explained. 

Kolb also taught participants 
to position themselves well: Figure 
out the other side’s hidden agen- 
da, devise an alternative if you can’t 
reach agreement and plan to deflect 
moves that put you on the defensive.

The Washington Redskins’ 
coach let offensive coordinator Hue 
Jackson call the plays and the result 
was a 27-20 victory over the Seattle 
Seahawks on Sunday and the end 
of a four-game losing streak.

“When you’ve lost four in-a-row,”

Seattle drove for a chance to tie 
after Gardner’s touchdown pass, but 
Fred Smoot intercepted a hobbled 
pass with 39 seconds remaining. 

The Seahawks (6-3) blew a 14- 
3 first-half lead, fell to 1-3 on the 
road and appeared to outthink 
themselves. Washington (4-5) 
had allowed an NFL-high 29 
sacks entering the game, but the 
Seahawks decided to bluff the blitz 
rather than actually do it. 

As a result, the Seahawks 
became the first team not to 
sack Patrick Ramsey this season.

“I’ve always had people telling
